A building program at the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin 
aggregating 


$3,139,600 was requested 
of 
the 
joint finance committee of the legis- 
lature Thursday afternoon. 
This 


hearing was a continuation of the 
Wednesday hearing at which Pres. 
E. A. Birge mode the requests for 
operation and maintenance at the 
University. 
The building program 


request was presented by H. J, 
Thorkelson, business manager of 
tho university. 


"The unusual increase in student 


attendance has emphasised the lack 
of facilities," said Mr. Thorkelson. 
"It is no exaggeration to state that 
the University is supplying instruc- 
tion daily to 7,000 students, with a 
building capacity for 5,000. 


"The practical suspension pf nor- 


mal University building activities 
tor the past seven years has created 
an unusual accumulation of building 
needs. 


"The unit cost of building work of 


all kinds has advanced at suclh a 
rate as to doubk and in certain eases 
treble the unit prices formerly paid 
for building" construction." 


Building Slows Down 


University authorities placed their 


greatest. expense list however, 
the need of an addition to tihe chem- 
istry building. In recent years the 
building program at University has 
been-slowed down. A table present- 
ed to the committee 
showed that 


that the proportional coe* of new 
construction per student 'dropped 
from $43,66 in 1911 to $5.12 in 1920. 


"The cJiemiisttry department has 


been greatly cramped beeatwe of the 
large numbers desiring instwjetion 
in courses under condition* and fa- 
cilities which are wholly inadequate," 
said Mr. ThorkeUoji., 
"During the first sWneeter of the 


present year there were 2,440 stu- 
dents registered in comrses in the 
chemistry 
building, although the 


building « designed for a total ca- 
pacity of 1,854. 


"A flreproosf wing i* planned as an

.part of her salary.-to,the pension 


faad. We have soatt ta»cbers who, 


have devoted their livee to the work 
of training our children who have 
received no recompense from the 
state, this is unjust. 
, We must recognize teachers as 
benefactors of the public, and make 
the profession so attractive as to 
Induce more students and-students; 
of a greater mental, caliber, to enter 
our normal schools, if we expect to 
progress, for .education is the step- 
ping, stone to progress. To deny the 
educational system this support be- 
cause the. state, is. short of funds, 
would be like a farmer who killed 
hi* only horse when his nek) .was 
ready' for plowing because his oat 
bin was empty.
